“ Sweetin seemed to have acute gas- 
tritis or to have been poisoned when 
I went to him,” Dr. Clinton said: 
“From then on from day to day he 
suffered from nausea.

“When we arose at 4 a m. on the 
morning of the 80th we found it still 
snowing, but perfectly oaim. The 
weather reports that came through 
from Dutch Harbor about 10 o'clock 
led me to believe that we. could get 
through. On the recommendation of 
Mr. Qsmund, superintendent of the 
cannery, who said that the rest of the 
flight had done Hkewise, we decided to 
take a short cut over a portage north- 
west of Chignik.

A WISE VERDICT IN 
DU PAGE COUNTY, 


A Du Page county jury has found John Kam- 
merer guilty of murder and decreed that he should 
be hanged. He killed a man, wife, and three chil 
dren in a home in which he hed been a guest. We 
might all say that this was the act of insanity. 
Who but a maniac could do such a thing? Such 
a crime might have required lunacy. Assume that 
the murderer was a violent lunatic. At the trial 
there was the usual evidence that he was and evi- 
dence that he wasn't. 

To us it seems that for the purposes of this ver- 
dict it is aside from the question whether he was 
insane or sane. A moral difference may be con- 
ceded, but in the person of such a slayer society 
has an enemy who should be put out of the way, 
just as a dangerous wild beast would be put out 
of the way, not as punishment to him, but as pro- 
tection final and conclusive for society. 

Refinements relative to his mental condition do 
not serve the situation. Such a life is of no value 
to itself and a constant menace to others.
